Affairs. 

(vii) A representative of the Union Ministry of Rehabi- 
litation.” 

(2) The following words occurring in paragraph 3 shall be 
omitted, namely:— 

‘‘and he shall be, ex-officio. Member (Finance) of the 
Authority.” 

(3) For paragraph 5. the following shall he substituted, 
namely:— 

“5. The Authority may delegate to the Chairman or the 
Chief Administrator such of its powers as it may 
deem necessary, for the speedy execution of the 
Scheme. The Chairman and the Chief Adminis- 
trator may, in turn, re-delegate, with the approval of 
the Financial Adviser and Chief Accounts Officer, to 
their subordinate officers any of their powers which 
may be deemed necessary.”
